CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 


I.  You  believe  there  is  one  living  and  true  GOD, 
one  in  essence,  in  three  persons,  the  Father,  and  the 
feon,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  great  Creator,  Pre¬ 
server,  and  Governor  of  the  world. 

IF  Fhat  God  did  make  man  in  his  own  image, 
consisting  in  knowledge,  righteousness  and  holiness ; 
but  that  man,  by  his  disobedience,  has  fallen  from 
that  holy  and  happy  state,  and  plunged  himself  in¬ 
to  a  state  of  sin  and  misery,  out  of  which  he  cannot 
recover  himself. 

III.  That  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  eternal 
Son  of  God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  equal 
m  power  and  glory  :  and  that  he  was  sent  of  the  Fa¬ 
ther  into  the  world  to  save  sinners ;  and  doth  exe¬ 
cute  the  threefold  office  of  prophet,  priest  and  king  ; 
who  is  able  to  save  unto  the  uttermost,  neither  is 
there  salvation  in  any  other :  that  he  is  set  as  king 
on  his  holy  hill  of  Zion  ;  doth  and  will  preserve  and 
protect  his  church,  and  rule  and  govern  the  same 
by  his  word  and  spirit,  and  officers  which  he  hath 
set  therein. 

IV.  You  believe  the  necessity  of  faith,  repent¬ 
ance,  and  holiness  of  heart  and  life,  in  order  to  sal¬ 
vation. 

V.  That  the  Scriptures  are  the  word  of  God,  and 
able  to  make  us  wise  unto  salvation. 

VI.  You  believe  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
and  the  future  judgment,  in  the  which  the  righteous 
shall  be  rewarded  with  everlasting  life  ;  but  the  wick¬ 
ed  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction. 

Thus  you  believe. 
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THE  COVENANT 


You  do  now,  under  a  serious  and  humble  sense* 
of  your  indispensable  duty  to  obey  the  call  of 
Christ,  in  the  Gospel,  who*  notwithstanding  your 
sinfulness,  lost  and  miserable  estate  by  nature,  is 
mercifully  inviting  you  to  partake  of  the  blessings 
of  the  Covenant  of  Grace,  both  in  the  internal  and 
external  privileges  thereof,  as  you  have  obtained 
help,  in  the  awful  presence  of  God,  angels  and  men, 
avouch  the  Lord  Jehovah,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost,  to  be  your  sovereign  Lord  and  supreme 
good  ;  giving  up  yourself  to  him,  through  Christ, 
in  the  way  and  on  the  terms  of  the  Covenant  of 
Grace.  And  you  also  give  yourself  up  unto  this 
Church,  according  to  the  will  of  God,  promising  to 
watch  over  your  fellow  Christians  as  becomes  a 
saint ;  and  in  your  place  to  bear  testimony  against 
all  sin,  to  walk  in  the  strict  and  conscientious  ob¬ 
servance  of  all  the  commands  and  ordinances  of 
Christ,  upholding  the  worship  of  God  in  this  place, 
and  submitting  yourself  to  the  discipline  of  Christ, 
according  to  his  word. 

And  likewise  to  give  up  such  as  God,  in  his  pro¬ 
vidence,  hath  or  shall  commit  to  your  care,  to  the 
Lord,  engaging,  by  his  grace  assisting,  to  train 
them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord, 
and  to  teach  all  under  your  care  to  know  and  serve 
him.  Amen.  \
